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Celebrating  ten  years 


The  president’s  annual  party  was 
held  last  Friday  night  in  Avila’s 
cafeteria  in  Marion  Center  com- 
memorating Sister  Olive  Louise’s  tenth 
year  as  president  of  our  college.  The 
festivities,  which  got  underway  around 
seven,  were  attended  by  Avila’s 
faculty,  the  Board  of  Directors, 
Congressman  Richard  Bolling,  a 
number  of  students,  and  other  friends 
and  benefactors  of  Avila.  The  guests 
enjoyed  refreshments  to  the  music  of 
Ed  Blasco.  During  a brief  ceremony 
Alfred  Blasco,  president  of  Avila’s 
Board  of  Trustees,  presented  Sister 
Olive  Louise  with  a watch  and  G. 
Richard  Scott  presented  her  with  a pen 
and  pencil  set.  Sister  Olive  Louise  then 
sang  a medley  of  songs  from  “My  Fair 


Lady”  accompanied  on  the  piano  by 
Sister  de  la  Salle  C.  S.  J.  The  evening 
ended  with  Sister  bringing  the  party  to 
a close  with  a medley  from  “Fiddler  on 
the  Roof.” 

When  Sister  Olive  Louise  was  later 
interviewed  and  asked  to  give  a state- 
ment on  Avila’s  progress  and  to 
comment  on  her  outlook  as  president, 
she  gave  The  Free  Fall  the  following 
progress  report: 

Avila  is  people;  Avila  concentrates 
its  efforts  on,  for,  and  with  people. 
Faculty,  students,  and  officers  are 
entrusted  with  primary  respon- 
sibilities to  fulfill  in  teaching,  learning, 
and  administering  respectively.  The 
success  of  the  college  attests  to  the 
simple  and  importanf  facts  that  (1) 


each  of  these  groups  are  aware  of  their 
area  of  concentration  and  their  mutual 
interdependence;  and  (2)  that  the 
fundamental  reason  for  the  existence 
of  the  college  — meaningful  teaching 
and  learning  experiences  for  the  intel- 
lectual, spiritual,  emotional,  and  social 
growth  of  persons  with  and  through 
other  persons  — is  the  basis  for 
decisions  made. 

Students  are  admitted  to  the  college 
on  the  basis  of  their  desire  and  moti- 
vation for  the  college  degree;  faculty 
are  contracted  for  their  scholarship 
and  commitment  to  the  instruction  of 
the  undergraduate  and  special  student; 
officers  are  appointed  for  their 
qualities  of  common  sense,  affability 


with  people,  and  administrative 
ability. 

Concern  is  felt  and  exercised  for  this 
total  development  of  people  to  their 
potential.  It  is  for  this  reason,  for 
example,  that  time  is  given  to  the 
cultivation  of  department  chairmen  to 
assume  responsibilities  for  depart- 
ment members  commensurate  with 
those  of  the  Academic  Dean;  and  the 
latter,  to  assume  responsibilities  for 
officers  and  peers  commensurate  with 
those  of  the  President.  AVILA 
COLLEGE  CAN  AFFORD  THOSE 
PERSONNEL  ONLY  WHO  ARE 
IMBUED  WITH  THE  WHOLISTIC 
APPROACH  TO  THE  EDUCATION 
OF  AND  WORK  WITH  STUDENTS 
AND  STAFF  MEMBERS  ALIKE.

One  redneck  to  another: 

I feel  that  my  redneck  credentials  are  almost  flawless.  I was  raised  in 
South  St.  Joe.  Mo.  (cf.  The  Last  Picture  Show),  the  son  of  Polish  and 
German  parents,  never  living  more  than  four  blocks  from  the  railroad 
tracks.  My  high  school  seminary  experience  bore  some  resemblance  to 
that  of  a West  Pointer,  as  I recall.  I went  to  college  at  Conception,  a 
beautiful  place  in  the  country  isolated  from  the  contaminating  influences 
of  the  Coast  Cultures;  during  those  summers,  I worked  at  the  Armour 
packinghouse,  mostly  on  the  kill  floors  My  ast  four \Wraff*ffy™K 
spent  in  Rome,  aeain  *nfe  from  the  vnuth  culture  of  the  Sixties  I had  only 
one  Dylan  album  and  the  Sergeant  Pepper  tape  during  the  entire  four 
years.  On  my  return  to  the  U.S.,  I was  assigned  to  a parish  in  a quaint, 
enclave  in  K.  C.,  heavily  populated  with  Italian- Americans. 

But  I must  admit  to  having  fallen  from  grace  — or  maybe  from 
innocence.  After  having  lived  for  four  years  in  quite  different  cultures,  I 
began  to  ask  questions.  I began  to  ask  questions  about  my  own  nation  I 
began  to  examine  the  public  values,  institutional  structures,  and  day-to- 
day  workings  of  our  na  tion,  our  city,  the  schools  I was  connected  with,  our 
church  The  burden  of  guilt  in  this  matter  must  be  traced  back  to  two 
“not-cool”  things  I had  done:  the  study  of  the  social  sciences  and  the  study 

of  the  Scriptures.  . , 

It  seems  that  you  too,  my  friend,  have  been  studying  studying  the 
behavior  of  selected  strains  of  the  “youth  revolution.  ” You  have  arrived  at 
the  same  conclusions  that  I have,  in  several  respects.  Agreed,  every  social 
group  or  subculture  has  its  own  myths:  “For  God  and  Country,  ” as  well  as 
“Hip  Makes  Right.”  Agreed,  we  are  very  much  the  children  of  our  parents, 
our  schools,  our  mass  media,  and  our  political  structures,  holding  onto 
some  behaviors  while  challenging  the  values  behind  them.  (But  wouldn’t 
■ it  be  unknown  in  human  history,  that  a generation  would  be  born  fresh 
and  unprejudiced'?)  Thus  far,  you  have  succeeded  in  relativizing  the 
“youth  revolution  ” and  its  older  mentors.  But  I suggest  that  you  have  not 
questioned  your  own  underlying  presumptions,  both  sociological  and 
philosophical. 

First,  your  underlying  pessimism  about  human  nature.  As  I read  it, 
your  theory  is  that  history  merely  repeats  the  story  of  “inevitable”  human 
inhumanity,  leaving  the  individual  only  the  realm,  of  self-change  or  some 
private  nirvana.  I suggest  another  theory.  This  theory  is  rooted  in 
Christian  faith,  for  me,  but  is  shared  by  many  others,  in  various  garbs 
and  forms.  It  is  that  man  can  — and  must,  to  become  fully  human  — 
continue  the  struggle  to  realize  interpersonal  values  and  to  slowly, 
painfully,  make  them  the  basis  of  all  his  actions,  in  the  political, 
economic,  social  and  day-to-day  spheres  of  life.  This  theory  holds,  with  St . 
Paul,  that  man  can,  and  must,  grow  into  the  full  maturity  of  Christ.  It 
holds  that  history  is  governed,  not  by  blind  determinism,  but  by  the  Spirit 
of  God  blowing  through  human  hearts  and  communities,  however 
resistant  they  are  to  Him  at  times.  It  affirms  the  greatness  and  the 
possibilities  of  man.  By  the  way,  it  receives  some  confirmation  from 
history.  The  formerly  approved  institutions  of  slavery,  arbitrary  exploita- 
tion of  workers,  and  the  inferior  status  of  women,  have  been  changed  or 
are  being  changed.  More  to  the  present  point:  the  institutions  of  war, 
massive  poverty,  economic  colonialism,  and  racism  are  now  being  put  to 
moral  challenge  throughout  the  world,  on  a scale  never  before  attempted. 
God  help  us  if  we  identify  America  with  these  evils! 

This  leads  to  the  second  and  final  point.  Our  lives  are  controlled,  more 
than  we  are  usually  aware  of,  by  institutions  (in  the  sociological,  not  the 
radical-chic,  sense)  and  their  rationalizations  (“myths”).  War,  economic 
colonialism,  racism,  etc.,  are  not  abstractions;  they  are  very  complex 
systems  of  institutionalized  values  and  behaviors  and  deviation  controls. 
When  institutions  crush  persons,  they  must  be  changed.  Moral  awareness 
or  good  intentions  or  posters  on  your  wall  alone,  just  don’t  change  these 
institutions.  It  takes  careful  study,  constant  self-examination,  united 
political  action  — and  a hell  (sometimes  literally)  of  a lot  of  suffering.  Of 
course  things  have  not  changed  overnight,  the  way  they  do  on  TV  series. 
A widely  scattered  group  of  people  are  just  beginning  the  process. 

What  all  this  boils  down  to  is  a reasoned  basis  for  a plea.  The  plea  is, 
let  not  pessimism  or  frustration  or  ridicule  or  the  myriad  counter- 
pressures of  the  powers  that  be,  crush  the  best  in  us.  Speaking  personally , 
I would  hope  that  my  life  and  yours  have  more  creative  force  than  just 
becoming  statistics  in  some  future  cosmic  body  count.  Let  us  talk  of  these 
things  more,  for  they  are  of  the  essence  of  the  human  spirit.  Neither  you 
nor  I have  the  full  picture,  but  together  we  can  arrive  at  precious  new 
insights  and  a community  of  action.

Lynn  Cupkie  is  not  what  you  would 
call  a dedicated  Nixonite,  although 
Nixon  is  his  choice  for  the  upcoming 
election.  Mr.  Cupkie’s  family  is  Repub- 
lican, but  he  prefers  to  be  an  independ- 
ent, feeling  that  the  candidate,  not  the 
party  affiliation,  should  be  the  decid- 
ing factor  in  the  voter’s  choice. 

The  Nixon  administration  has  con- 
tributed three  important  programs  in 
its  four  years  in  office.  The  recognition 
of  China,  floating  the  United  States 
dollar,  and  continuation  of  the  with- 
drawal of  troops  and  the  Vietnam  Pol- 
icy has  made  Mr.  Cupkie  feel  that  the 
present  Administration  warrants  a sec- 
ond term. 

McGovern’s  lack  of  support  for  Sen- 
ator Eagleton  formed  the  main  point 
for  opposition  to  the  Democratic  candi- 
date for  president  in  Mr.  Cupkie’s 
mind. 

What  does  Mr.  Cupkie  feel  are  the 
main  issues  in  the  campaign?  The 
Democrats  seem  to  be  running  on  cred- 
ibility gap  in  the  present  administra- 
tion, while  the  Republicans  stress  in- 
ternal programs  and  the  idea  of  keep- 
ing America’s  defenses  up  and  keeping 
the  United  States  strong. 


I intend  to  vote  for  George  McGovern 
for  President  because  I believe  in  his 
and  the  Democratic  Party’s  proposals 
for  making  America  more  responsive  to 
the  needs  of  all  the  people. 

In  his  platform  on  domestic  issues, 
McGovern  wholeheartedly  backs  the 
Women's  Equal  Rights  Amendment 
which  will  help  to  guarantee  the  rights 
of  women  to  equal  pay  and  promotion 
as  men  in  the  same  job.  His  views  on 
aid  to  education  would  benefit  private 
as  well  as  public  school  children. 

His  concern  for  the  health  of  the 
nation  has  been  demonstrated  by  his 
cosponsorship  of  a number  of  bills  for 
medical  research  and  comprehensive 
health  care,  especially  the  Kennedy  bill 
for  a nationwide  health  insurance 
plan.  Because  of  his  efforts,  there  has 
been  a five-fold  increase  in  food  assist- 
ance programs  since  1970. 

On  the  one  hand,  the  Senator  is 
especially  responsive  to  college  age 
youths  as  witnessed  by  the  fact  that  he 
has  visited  more  campuses  since  1969 
than  any  other  politician  in  America. 


The  Ford  Foundation  and  the 
National  Fellowships  Fund  are  pleased 
to  announce  the  following  fellowship 
programs  for  minority  students  for  the 
1973-1974  year:  Graduate  Fellowships 
for  American  Indians,  Black 
Americans,  Mexican  Americans,  and 
Puerto  Ricans.

On  the  other  hand,  he  is  concerned 
about  our  senior  citizens.  He  sponsor- 
ed the  bill  that  allows  them  the  first 
$3,000  of  their  pensions  tax  free  and  is 
in  favor  of  raising  that  ceiling.  He 
voted  for  the  20%  increase  in  Social 
Security  and  favors  a minimum  of  $150 
a month  for  Social  Security  benefits. 

McGovern  would  help  to  save  the 
environment  by  establishing  trans- 
portation and  pollution  agencies  with 
a $3  billion  first  year  budget  for  each, 
and  by  providing  economic  sanctions 
to  aid  enforcement  of  stiffer  environ- 
mental protection  laws. 

To  aid  in  intelligent  law-enforce- 
ment, McGovern  hopes  to  inaugurate  a 
policeman’s  Bill  of  Rights,  similar  to 
the  G.I.  Bill,  to  provide  higher  educa- 
tion and  to  offer  incentives  to  the  young 
for  police  careers. 

In  the  field  of  civil  rights,  he  has  co- 
sponsored every  piece  of  civil  rights 
legislation  enacted  during  the  past 
decade,  and  he  pledges  his  full  support 
to  continue  working  for  these  rights  for 
all  Americans.  He  fears  the  damage 
done  to  our  civil  liberties  by  the  muz- 
zling of  tne  news  media  and  by  the 
gradual  erosion  of  the  civil  rights  of 
Americans. 

Some  people  say  that  McGovern’s 
programs  will  be  so  expensive  that 
taxes  will  be  raised  and  inflation  will 
continue.  McGovern,  for  his  part,  does 
not  believe  this  will  be  true.  His  plan  to 
close  the  loopholes  in  the  tax  system 
which  today  benefit  the  very  wealthy, 
plus  his  realistic  plans  to  trim  the 
defense  budget  by  cutting  out  waste 
and  useless  programs  will  give  him  an 
extra  $52  billion  a year  to  apply  to 
domestic  programs. 

In  the  field  of  foreign  policy,  you  are 
all  aware  that  George  McGovern  was 
among  the  verv  first  Congressmen  to 
speak  out  against  our  involvement  in 
the  war  in  Southeast  Asia.  His  plans 
for  reduction  of  the  power  of  the 
Pentagon  and  of  the  defense  budget 
denote  a realistic  program  for  peace  in 
a world  that  is  already  packed  to  the 
poles  with  overkill,  and  for  reduction  of 
the  power  of  the  military-industrial 
complex  in  our  governmental  and 
economic  life. 

Mr.  Nixon  has,  in  the  past  few  days, 
repeatedly  said  that  he  will  never  grant 
amnesty  to  the  young  men  of  our 
nation  who  believed  that  our  involve- 
ment in  the  Vietnam  War  was  immoral, 
and  who  left  the  country  rather  than 
fight  in  that  war.  McGovern  has 
reiterated  the  words  of  Abraham 
Lincoln,  “With  malice  toward  none, 
with  charity  toward  all”,  and  has 
stated  that  he  wants  all  of  our  young 
men  home.  Amnesty  should  be  granted 
to  those  men  who  fled  the  country  for 
the  sake  of  their  conscience. 

We  want  peace  and  reconciliation 
with  all  men.  George  McGovern  is  and 
has  always  been  dedicated  to  this  task, 
and  for  this  reason  I urge  you  to  vote  for 
him  for  President.

Karen  Duboc  is  supporting  Presi- 
dent Nixon  in  the  upcoming  elections. 
A sophomore  here  at  Avila,  Karen  feels 
Mr.  Nixon’s  advances  in  foreign  rela- 
tions and  in  the  economic  arena  should 
be  carried  to  completion  by  the  man 
who  initiated  these  changes.  To  put 
another  man  in  the  White  House  would 
only  cancel  w^iat  has  been  accom- 
plished. If  Nixon  could  stay  in  office,  he 
would  complete  the  changes  that  he 
has  begun. 

In  his  foreign  policy,  Mr.  Nixon  has 
opened  communications  with  Red 
China  and  has  furthered  relations  with 
the  Soviet  Union.  Karen  feels  that  Sen- 
ator McGovern  is  proposing  a policy  of 
isolationism,  which  could  only  hurt  the 
United  States.  To  cut  off  all  relations, 
concentrate  only  on  internal  problems, 
and  ignore  the  rest  of  the  world  would 
ultimately  cause  our  downfall. 

Karen  feels  the  Veitnamization  pol- 
icy of  Mr.  Nixon  is  good.  The  U.S.  now 


has  a wartime  economy  which  will  take 
time  to  change  but  and  immediate 
withdrawal  from  Vietnam,  Karen 
points  out,  would  not  only  hurt  our 
economy  and  cause  unemployment, 
but  it  would  also  injure  our  foreign  re- 
lations. 

Speaking  about  the  economy,  Karen 
believes  the  working  man  has  suffered 
because  of  the  wage-price  freeze  init- 
iated by  Mr.  Nixon,  but  in  the  long  run 
this  action  is  the  answer  to  solving  the 
inflation  problem.  Even  though  wages 
did  not  go  up,  buying  power  remained 
the  same  because  prices  were  also  froz- 
en. At  last  there  is  a balance  between 
wages  and  process. 

If  votes  are  being  cast  on  a negative 
basis,  Karen  feels  Nixon  is  the  lesser  of 
two  evils.  But  more  important  is  the 
completion  of  the  reforms  initiated  in 
the  past  four  years  by  Mr.  Nixon.

There  is  a new  saying  out,  amid  all 
the  campaign  slogans:  "Nixon  has  a se- 
cret plan  for  ending  the  war.  He  is  go- 
ing to  vote  for  McGovern.”  Humorous, 
but  it  certainly  does  ring  true,  especial- 
ly among  those  of  us  who  support  Sen- 
ator McGovern  actively  and  loyally 
(though  not  blindly!) 

To  tell  you  why  a student  like  myself 
is  for  McGovern  is  to  address  myself  to 
the  state  of  our  union,  or  disunion,  un- 
der the  presidency  of  Richard  Nixon.  In 
the  past  four  years,  Nixon  has  reached 
a new  high  in  immorality  and  political 
maneuvering.  He  has  kowtowed  profit- 
. ably  to  a lot  of  multimillion  corpora- 
tions while  ignoring  the  poor  and  mid- 
dle class.  He  has  frozen  wages  but  let 
prices  soar  in  an  economic  fiasco.  He 
has  packed  the  Supreme  Court  to  his  fa- 
vor. He  has  vetoed  aid  to  his  own  coun- 
trymen while  giving  support  of  all 
kinds  to  the  corrupt  governments  of 
Pakistan  and  Greece,  as  well  as  con- 
tinuing trade  with  racist  states  such  as 
Rhodesia  and  Portugal.  Worst  of  all, 
Nixon  unforgivably  broke  a promise 
made  to  his  fellow  Americans  — a 
promise  which  many  feel  caused  his 
election  in  ’68  — to  implement  his  "se- 
cret plan”  for  ending  the  Vietnam  tra- 
gedy. These  are  just  some  of  the  many 
instances  typical  of  the  hypocrisy  and 
deceit  encountered  under  Mr.  Nixon’s 
administration.  Another  four  years? 
No  way. 

So  Geroge  McGovern  has  come 
along,  indeed  come  along  much  further 
than  many  suspected  he  would.  I was  a 
latecomer  to  the  McGovern  bandwa- 
gon. When  I really  started  listening  to 
what  he  was  saying,  I discovered  that 
here  was  a moral  man,  a good  man,  a 
trustworthy  man.  It’s  quite  a feeling, 
being  able  to  trust  a politician.  Yet  he’s 
more  than  a politician,  which  is  one  of 
the  big  differences  between  Mr.  Nixon 
and  Senator  McGovern.  He’s  a states- 
man, and  I honestly  believe  his  stature 
as  a statesman  will  grow  when  he  be- 
comes president.  Our  stature  as  a na- 
tion will  grow  right  along  with  it.

What  McGovern  had  done  which  I 
find  so  appealing  is  that  he  has  laid  a 
.foundation  for  everything  he  wants  to 
do.  That  foundation  is  a return  to  mor- 
ality. “Come  home,  America’  to  the  ba- 
sic goodness  which  is  yours,  but  has 
been  lost  in  the  travesty  of  honor  called 
Vietnam.  "Come  home,  American"  to 
the  humaneness  of  your  forefathers, 
long  before  the  assembly  line  and  the 
atom  bomb  numbed  your  soul.  "Come 
home,  America”  to  the  integrity  prom- 
ised by  your  great  sons  but  lost  in  the 
welfare  offices  and  the  foreign  aid 
bribes  and  political  thievery. 

So  people,  when  they  hear  ideas  like 
this,  think  McGovern’s  a communistor 
a radical  of  sorts.  They’re  not  thinking 
things  through,  because  it's  already 
been  siphoned  through  translators  like 
Spiro  Agnew  and  Secretary  Laird. 
Otherwise  they’d  know  that  McGov- 
ern has  been  trying  to  return  this  coun- 
try to  the  people,  unlike  Nixon  who  has 
tried  to  take  it  away.  Nixon  used  to  be 
one  of  the  biggest  "Red”  haters  there 
was,  ever  since  the  days  of  Alger  Hiss. 
He’s  come  around,  and  most  people 
give  him  credit  for  his  trips  to  China 
and  Russia.  It  was  about  time,  though, 
wasn’t  it?  Most  of  the  rest  of  the  world 
was  already  recognizing  Peking,  and 
we  merely  fell  in  line  on  that  score.  The 
whole  thing  was  so  hypocritical,  Nixon 
showing  how  we  could  all  be  friends, 
but  still  cashing  in  on  the  remains  of 
the  "Red  scare.”  This  is  the  tactic  he 
uses  when  speaking  of  our  military 
might,  leading  some  to  believe  that 
Senator  McGovern  wants  to  cut  our  de- 
fense ’til  we’re  defenseless.  That’s 
absurd.  The  question  is:  would  you 
rather  kill  someone  sixty  times  or 
would  you  rather  kill  someone  thirty 
times  and  spend  the  rest  of  the  tax 
money  for  something  constructive? 
(Sorry.  Those  are  the  only  two  choices 
the  military-industrial  complex  gives 
you.)  We’re  pouring  everything  of 
value,  in  terms  of  human  life,  scientific 
know-how,  and  money  into  a hole  in 
southeast  Asia.  Nixon’s  taken  some  of 
the  boys  out.  Some  have  come  home 
better  dead  than  red.  Some  have  stayed 
in  Cambodia,  Thailand  and  Laos.  So

we  use  smart-bombs  instead.  How  very 
humane  and  smart  we  are.  And  we  let 
Thieu  run  a dictatorship  under  our  pur- 
portedly democratic  noses.  McGov- 
ern’s against  it.  He  has  been  for  years, 
being  one  of  the  first  to  speak  out 
against  the  atrocities  we  engage  in  to 
save  honor  and  democracy.  Somehow 
we  lost  them  both,  and  our  morality  to 
boot.  Who  can  repay  a nation  of  people 
for  all  the  dead  and  maimed,  for  all  the 
children  who  have  no  limbs  and  no  par- 
ents, for  all  the  countryside  which  can  t 
be  used  again  for  years,  for  the  dikes 
“accidently"  bonibed,  for  My  Lai  and  il- 
legitimate kids. 

This  tragedy  overseas  has  brought 
tragedy  to  our  cities  and  schools,  to  our 
poor  and  unemployed,  to  our  aging  citi- 
zens. John  Connally  said  our  GNP  has 
risen  to  a high  of  9.2%.  Is  it  worth  it,  this 
wartime  economy?  Sure,  we’ve  pro- 
duced more,  but  look  at  our  products. 
Planes  and  bombs.  The  money  isn  t 
flowing  anywhere.  It  goes  into  General 
Motors’  pocket  and  McDonnell- 
Douglas’  pocket  and  it’s  kept  there 
through  tax  shelters  and  loopholes. 
There  are  all  kinds  of  statistics,  but  to 
what  avail?  They’re  slanted  usually.  So 
go  by  what  you  see  and  hear,  what’s  on 
your  table,  and  what  you  learn  at 
school  if  your  government  aid  didn’t 
get  the  axe  like  many  students  exper- 
ienced. 

Does  it  all  sound  idealistic?  Some  say 
you  can’t  have  your  cake  and  eat  it  too. 
You  can’t  have  full  employment  in  a 
peacetime  economy.  The  richest  capi- 
talist country  in  the  world  can’t  handle 
that?  We  can  if  we  have  the  moral  ener- 
gy and  if  we  really  care.  Otherwise, 
give  up  cake.  George  McGovern  wants 
to  bring  us  home  to  a reality  that  is  pos- 
sible. He  can’t  do  it  by  himself.  Ameri- 
cans have  always  been  willing  to  work 
when  the  going  got  rough.  It’s  rough 
now.  It’s  time  to  stop  wandering  with 
billy  club  in  hand.  It’s  time  to  stop 
blaming  youth  and  communists  for  our 
problems.  It’s  time  to  make  a Christian 
commitment.  It’s  time  to  realize  that 
pessimism  doesn’t  equal  realism,  and 
idealism  doesn’t  cure  it.  It  is  time, 
really  time,  to  come  home.

Fathers  speak 

The  Council  for  Exceptional  Child- 
ren — CEC  — sponsored  and  unstruc- 
tured panel  of  four  fathers  of  disabled 
children.  Education  majors  were  given 
the  opportunity  to  ask  questions  con- 
cerning the  children  and  their  affect  on 
their  family’s  life. 

The  panel  consisted  of  Mr.  Rallo  Fa- 
bian, Mr.  Richard  Hedges,  Mr.  Wilbur 
Knolls,  and  Mr.  Ed  Badger.  Each  fath- 
er told  the  group  about  their  child’s  dis- 
ability, how  it  was  discovered,  and  the 
steps  being  taken  to  provide  an  educa- 
tion for  their  child. 

The  panel  advised  the  future  teach- 
ers that  parents  of  exceptional  child- 
ren want  to  hear  the  truth  about  their 
child’s  progress:  "straight  from  the 
cuff." 

Because  father’s  views  were  ex- 
pressed, rather  than  mother’s,  those  at- 
tending felt  the  panel  was  unique  and 
rewarding.
